Franz Lehar, Composer 
Of ‘Merry Widow, Dies’ 


VIENNA, Austria—(AP)—Franz Lehar, composer of “The 
Merry Widow” and one of the last links with the light-hearted 


music of Vienna’s past, died 


was 78. 

The man whose operettas were 
known and sung throughout the 
world had been ill for two 
years. His other hits included 
Springtime, Gypsy Love, The 
Count of Luxembourg, the Land 
of Smiles, The Man With Three 
Wives and the World is Beauti- 
ful. Although his fame came pri- 
marily from his light music, he 
also had composed several sonatas, 
symphonic poems; marches and 
dances. 

At Lehar’s bedside when he 
died were his brother, Baron An- 
ton von Lehar, and his sister, 
Emma Marie Paphazy, widow of 
a Hungarian count. 

For nearly six weeks the com- 
poser had been on the critical list. 
His physician said death was due 
to cancer, but he also had had 
gastric ulcers, double pneumonia 
and a heart ailment. 

He was a lieutenant in the old 
imperial Austrian Army but re- 
signed in 1902 to devote full time 
to music. His opera, Viennese 
Women, was produced six months 
later. 

For the next 37 years, until the 
outbreak of the second world war, 
he spent most of his time in Vi- 
enna, with short vacations at his 
Summer home in Bad Ischl.

Mass Picketing Outlawed In ‘Top’ NLRB Decision 


WASHINGTON — (UP) — The 
National Labor Relations Board 
yesterday unanimously ordered an 
end to mass picketing which pre 
vents an individual from working 


in a struck plant. 

In what it officially described as| 
the most important decision pong 
far under the Taft-Hartley Labor-| 
Management Act, the Board said) 
the law guaranteed an employee’s 
right to refrain from striking. 

“That right,” it said, “includes 
the right to go to and from work 
without restraint or coercion while 
a strike is in progress.” 

The Board announced its deci- 
sion in ordering Harry Bridges’ In- 
ternational Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen’s Union (CIO) and 
Local Union No. 6 to cease and de- 
sist from intimidating 100 em- 
plioyees of Sunset Line & Twine 
Company, Petaluma, Cal.

I am going to be hovering around, peering 
over the shoulder of the cub reporter assigned to 
do my obituary—which I trust will be many 

years from now—and if he doesn’t have one line in it I am going 
to scare him right out of the place by writing it in myself. 


The line I want is this— 

“He was one of those who worked to save and establish “The 
Voice of America’.” 

I think I am prouder of that than any other job I’ve done. It 
proved something to me that I believe fundamental. I believed 
that if we could tell the story of America to the peoples of the 
world—the real story—it would do great things for us and for our 
way of life. Now that “Voice” is paying dividends. 

South I think the same thing about the South. That is one 

reason I make a lot of appearances on platforms out- 
side the South. I try to tell the real story of the South. I am 
proud of what the South is trying to do. I admit our problems, 
our errors and our failures. But we have a story to tell which is 
a good one. It makes for better understanding. It is helpful. 
You can be honest and aggressive, not dishonest and apologetic. 
I try to say, “Yes, these things are true and this is why they are 
true and this is what we must do to correct them, 
real South believes and wants.” 

The trouble is, too many of our Southern “voices” have been 
self-promotional voices. It is best illustrated by so many of our 
political figures who ate the Klan’s bread and then turned on them, 
with never an explanation to the rest of the nation that many of 
our people are not well informed; that they have just grievances;

Where Will We 
Get the Money? 


(Quitman Free Press) 

Before the new Legislature convenes we 
shall be hearing a lot about the Minimum Edu- 
cation Foundation. It was spoken of favor- 
ably by candidates for Governor in the recent 
campaign. The Parent-Teacher «Association, with 
the blessing of the GEA, has launched a cam- 
Ppaign to get support for it. Estimates as to what 
it will cost run anywhere from $30,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. That is in addition to present 
school funds. 

No one has suggested where the money is 
to come from. It will have to come from more 
taxes, or from diverting funds from some other 
service to this, or from some form of economy. 

We seem to recall that a commission was ap- 
pointed to study our tax structure and make 
recommendations toward simplifying and mak- 
ing it more efficient and more equitable. It 
has been said that one-fourth of our income goes 
for taxes. We all understand that we pay these 
taxes toward services we need and must have. 
We should give them more thought. 

Already suggestions are coming that a sales 
tax would be just the thing. The Macon Tele- 
graph, commenting on this idea, says Georgians 
do not want a sales tax. They may get it unless 
some very constructive thought is given to in- 
creased demands on the public funds and a very 
good business administration of the State's 


Gov. Thompson added materially to the State’s 
income by hunting out tax dodgers.

To begin with the State Rights leaders in 
Alabama are mostly old-time Ku Kluxers, 
political dead pigeons for several years and 
now trying to ride back into power on the 
Southern diseontent aroused by President Tru- 
man’s civil-rights recommendations. 

Democratic officeholders, including Senators 
Hill and Sparkman and Governor Folsom, know 
that the bigger the sweep for Thurmond and 


Wright, the more formidable the old Ku Kluxers | 
are likely to be in questing for State and congres- | 


sional nominations in 1950. 

There is no way anti-state rights Democrats 
in Alabama can register their opposition at the 
polis except to vote for either Dewey or Wallace, 
and most of them despise Wallace. even more than 
they do the Ku Kluxers. 

Two other factors that may boost the Repub- 
lican vote are the desire to smash the one-party 
system and the marked rise in respectability of 
the Republican leadership in Alabama. 

Not many of the State’s newspapers are direct- 
ly supporting Dewey and Warren, but most of 
them are giving this Republican ticket a better 
play than they are giving the State Rights Demo- 
crat bolters. And talk with newspaper editors 
individually here, as elsewhere in the South, dis- 
closes that their biggest desire is to smash the 
one-party domination which they believe operates 
to retard Southern progress in many directions. 

Coincidentally, an entirely new group has 
taken over the Republican Party in Alabama. 
The Republican National Coinmittee man is B. L. 
(Lonnie) Noojin, a highly successful Gadsden 
merchant. A famous athlete during his student 
days at Alabama University and later coach of 
its football and baseball teams, Noojin now is one 
of the University regents. 

Claude O. Vardaman, Republican State Chair- 
man, is a highly regarded public-relations coun- 
selor, and Paul G. Parson, Republican nominee 
for United States senator, is a successful Birming- 
ham lawyer and a veteran of World War II. 


These Republicans are hammering away 
about equally against the State Rights “splinter 
party” which they describe as nothing more 
than a “corner for Dixiecrat leaders to pout 
in,” and the damage wrought to the South by 
its one-party system. 


“Put Alabama in doubtful column politically,” 
argues Mr. Virdaman, “and it would enjoy 
privileges and benefits'from both Democrats and 
Republicans never accorded it before.” 

With only nine percent of its population at 


the polls, Alabama, after South Carolina and Mis- | 


sissippi, was the lowest State in voting partici- 
pation in 1944. 


The main reasons for Alabama’s low voting | 


are a poll tax, cumulative for delinquency up to 
24 years, and a stern educational requirement, 
aimed to bar Negroes but employed equally to 
keep out whites whose appearance the Demo- 
cratic-machine registrars may not like.

NEW YORK—Samuel Novick, born in Vitebsk, Russia, in 1897, arrived in the United States in 


1914, age 17, with that nice timing which permitted other immigrants about the same age, from the 
to escape service under the Czar against the Kaiser.

He went to public school in benighted Russia 
under the Czar and to night school here. He 
worke dfirst in a grocery store and next in gar- 
ment factories. Then he vas a radio telegrapher. 
After that he became a businessman, so glib and 
deft in American corporate subtleties that the 
identities of the Electronic Corporation of Ameri- 
ea, of which he is president and his wife is secre- 
tary, and several other companies cannot be told 


He testified before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities that Electronic was first 
known as the Transformer Corporation of Ameri- 
ea. Then he said Electronic was “originally” 
known as the Wholesale Radio Service Company, 
which also was known as the Lafayette Radio 
Corporation. That name, however, the Lafayette 
mame, was “just a name used for a radio set.” 
The “actual name” was Wholesale Radio Service 
and Radio Wire Television. There was another 
company called Wholesale Radio Sales. Another 
was called Typatune, Inc. Still another was called 
Electro-Physical Laboratories. 


Like the shrewd Sam Carp, of Bridgeport 
Conn., Melotev’s brother-in-law, who was cun- 
enough ‘oe trim the buttons off the tough 
traders of Connecticut in many a hard 
deal by posing as a greenhorn, Novick 
of appearing to be confused by de- 
Carp, he is careless about time and 
He never tells a lie under oath.

I hope it will not be in bad taste to say that 
these dispatches exposed Novick in the Fall of 
1944 in connection with the denunciation of the 
Communist-propagandist and journeyman larcen- 
ist, who goes by the name of William S. Gailmor. 
This is the same Gailmor, now come safe through 
the war as an exempt lecturer haranguing loyal 
American boys on their duty to “democracy,” 
who has been campaigning for Henry Wallace as 
the Kremlin’s candidate for president. 

He is brazen and utterly shameless. Novick 
now seems reconciled to the status of a Quisling 
for the Muscovite treachery in which he was 
firmly placed by Representative John McDowell, 
of Pennsylvania, at the end o. the hearing on the 
stealth. and treachery involving Arthur Adams. 
McDowell warned him of the penalties of per- 
jury and of the wrath of infuriated Americans. 


Novick began by admitting that he knew 
Adams. Then he squirmed as Robert Stripling, 
the Chief Investigator, showed him Adams’ pic- 
ture. He believed it was Adams. Well, was it 
Adams, yes or no? He was pretty sure. 


When had he first met Adams? 
years ago (1938) when. Adams walked in as a 
customer to buy some radio stuff.

“But,” Stripling asked, “didn’t you write a 
letter on Dec. i9, 1937,'to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service?” 

After I had known him 
about a year he came in one day and said he was 
a Canadian who would like to come to this coun- 

. Would I write a letter to the authorities 
saying I had known him to be, to the best of my 
knowledge, a person I would recommend?” 

He first said he first met Adams in 1938. Now 
his memory begins to quicken. He might have 
met him as early as 1934. 


Stripling then slammed Mr. Novick with the 
truth, right out of the J.nmigration Record, 
that he wrote the Immigration Service request- 
ing admittance of his “Canadian representative, 
Arthur Adams,” a skilled radio engineer, who 
had been employed by Novick’s company (one 
of the vague corporations) for more than 10 
years in Canada. He told Immigration that 
Adams was born in Canada, when he knew he 
had been born in Russia. This letter showed 
that Novick lied under oath when he swore, 
first, that he met Adams “roughly 10 years 
ago.” Actually, according the letter, he 
would have known him about 20 years. 

Novick paid Gailmor $7,388 to broadcast his 
pro-Soviet propaganda in 1945. Novick tried to 
charge all his radio time for both Gailmor and 
Johannes Steel, a refugee from Hitler, but the 
War Department disallowed a total of more than

PRINCETON, N. J.—Elections in France last week for the Coun-| 
cil of the Republic highlight the confused political situation in that 
nation. 


Results of the voting might eas- 
ily be misread as indicating the 
De Gaullists holding ground, a 
loss in popular strength for the 
Communists, gains for the Social- 
ists, and large losses for the 
Popular Republicans. However, 
the fact is that the ballots were 
cast not by the general public but 
only by municipal councilmen who 
were elected to their offices a year 
ago. The election was, therefore, 
not representative of current pop- 
ular opinion. 


Latest surveys of representa- 
tive French voters by the 
French Institute of Public 
Opinion (Gallup Poll) point a 
different picture of political 
attitudes. 

French Institute figures show 
that since last July both the 
Communists and General 
Charles de Gaulle’s Rally of the 
French People have made sub- 
stantial gains in strength.

The Navy, which hitherto has 
disclosed no more than the fact 
that such undersea dueling ships 
are being built, gave a little bet- 
ter glimpse of the plans yes- 
terday. ; 

Earle W. Mills, Chief 
ef the Bureau of Ships, sum- 
marized the postwar shipbuilding 
and conversion plans in a state- 
ment. He said that all the ships 
in the program, both new and 
converted, should be viewed as 
“advanced prototypes” (which 
means experimental ships to be 
used as patterns for full scale pro- 
duction if needed.)

The British-American system of 
radio listening posts includes sta- 
tions in Southeast Asia, Egypt, 
and right at home in England and 
Maryland. The Egyptian station, 
which Americans have operated 
several years, is expected to 
close down when Cyprus opens 
up, because the latter is better 
designed for Eastern European 
duty. 

Information recorded by over- 
seas monitors is transmitted to 
London for Allied experts to 
analyze in a kind of radio SHAEF. 
Pertinent excerpts are made 
available to diplomatic missions 
in the field. Full texts are re- 
layed to Washington. 

The American section of this 
joint monitoring system is called 
“Foreign Broadcast Information 
Service” and is controlled by 
U. S. Central Intelligence. 

Moscow-trained Cypriots, who 
head the island’s aggressive Com- 
munist movement, continually ag- 
itate against the station. Under 
the guise of an island-wide build- 
ing strike, Red gangs have beaten 
up Cypriots ‘who continue to 
work on the project and dyna- 
mited their village homes. 

The _ station’s construction is 
now about three months behind 
schedule but may be finished in 
January or February. 


Wallace Hits 
Clay ‘Defense’ 
Of Nazi Felons 


NEWARK, N. J.—(#)—Henry 
Wallace said last night Gen. Lu- 
cius Clay “is threatening to let 
loose on the world the criminal 
executioners of Fascism, this 
time in the service of Wall Street 
and the Pentagon.” 

Wallace charged in a speech at 
the Newark Armory that the 
American Military Governor of 
Germany returned to the United 
States not only to get more planes 
for the Berlin airlift, but also “to 
defend the arch murderess Ilse 
Koch before the bar of American 
public opinion.” 

Both purposes, Wallace said, 
“fit into the pattern of restoring 
German Nazism.” 

Earlier, Wallace asked the Big 
Three Powers to pull their troops 
out of Germany and turn over the 
job of policing that nation to six 
“small” countries. 

“The time has come to change 
Germany from a tinder-box into a 
neutral zone,” Wallace said in a 
speech over the American Broad- 
casting Company network. 

The Third Party Presidential 
candidate proposed that “the 
policing of Germany be placed in 
the hands of the nations most con- 
cerned—France, Benelux, Poland, 
end Czechoslovakia.” 

Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg make up the Benelux 


group. 

“Gen. Clay’s defense of the 
Nazi war criminals arouses right- 
“ous wrath in the hearts of all 
peoples who suffered from 
Nazism—and the wrath of every 
American with a mind to see and 
a heart to feel,” Wallace said. 

“When Gen. Clay § releases 
them, and defends their bloody 
record, he is serving notice that 
he has more dirty work for them 
to do.” 

Wallace said the addition of 66 
transport planes to the Berlin 
airlift “will cost the American 
taxpayers another $100,000,000 
per year—in addition to the $200,- 
000,000 that it already costs. 

“It means that we are more 
likely than ever to have another 
fuel oil shortage this coming 
Winter.” 


Britain Ups Price 
Of U. S. Cotton 


MANCHESTER, England — (7) 
Britain’s Raw Cotton Commission 
has announced increases in the 
price of American Cotton to 
United Kingdom Mills. 

At the same time, the Commis- 
sion—which controls raw cotton 
sales to British mills—cut prices 
of Egyptian and West Indian Sea 
Island cotton. 

Ultimately, the Commission said, 
the price changes will mean a 
price reduction in the prices of 
fine cotton cloths, but some of the 
heavier fabrics will cost more. 

American cotton prices were in- 
creased, effective today by a half- 
penny to three farthings (eight 
tenths of a U. S. cent to 1.2 U. S. 
cents) a pound,
